(B) associating at least oik* user with at least one reference, wherein the at least one 
user is indicated as having at least one access level of a plurality of access levels, wherein the at 
least one reference includes at least one of: a unique identifier, a keyword, a root term, a portion 
of a keyword, and a plurality of words; 

(C) determminu re trieval criteria including th e at least on e ref erence for at lea st one 
class of i nter est selecte d from the p lurality of classes; 

(-BD) associating the at least one reference with at least one of at least one item and at 
least one project; 

(GE) retrievi ng the at least on e of the at least one it em and at leas t on e project 
associated with th e at least one reference ; 

(F) associating a plurality of users, including the at least one user, with at least one 
group, and assigning the at least one group access level to the at least one of the at least one item 
and the at least one project; 
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(DC) responsive to the at least one user, providing information representative of the at 
least one of the at least one item and the plurality of items in the at least one projeel associated 
with the at least one o( the least one reference and the at least one group; and 

(EH) providing the at least one item to the at least one user with the at least one access 
level corresponding to the at least one reference associated therewith. 

2. (Original) The method of claim I, the plurality of access levels including at least two of: 
read access, read-write access, and no access. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one access level corresponds to a 
most restrictive access of the at least one reference.

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one project further includes at least 
one owner 7 and wherein at least one user is assigned as the at least one owner, wherein the at 
least one owner is provided access to the plurality of items in the at least one project regardless 
of the access level.

7. (Original) The method of claim I, further comprising the step of denying access to at least 
one other user wherein at least one of the at least one reference and the at least one projeel are 
not associated with the at least one other user. 

*S. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of displaying at least a portion 
of the representative information. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of re-associating the at least 
one user with the at least one reference, wherein the re-associating further comprises at least one 
of: removing the at least one user from the at least one reference, adding the at least one user to 
the at least one reference, and reassigning at least one user in at least one group associated with 
the at least one project. 
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10. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising at least one of selecting the at least one 
project and listing the plurality of items in the project and responsive lo a selection of at least 
one of the plurality of items, displaying information characterizing the item, via a native 
application cooperating therewith. 

1 1. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one item is one of; a 
communication, a document, a transaction, an e-mail, a task, a meeting, n contact, a message, an 
image, music, a note item in a messaging and collaboration application, video, a multimedia ("tie., 
an other native application content, and a project. 

1 2. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the document, is at least one of: a text document, 
an image document, a resolved universal resource locator (URL), a bitmap document, and a 
digitized document. 

13. (Original) The method of claim I, wherein the plurality of items cooperate with at least one 
native application associated therewith. 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 3, wherein the at least one native application 
includes at least one of: messaging and collaboration application, presentation graphics 
application, spreadsheet application, word processing application, graphical file management 
application, graphical web browser, portable document converter and reader, and file archiver 
and compressor. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one project is assigned to one of a 
plurality of project types, and a plurality of classes are associated with a plurality of items, 
wherein at least two items of the plurality of items have different corresponding native 
applications; further comprising determining at least one reference for at least one class, 
associating the determined at least one reference with the at least one class for at least one item, 
associating the at least one item with the at least one project, displaying information 
characterizing the at least one project and the at least one item associated therewith, selecting the 
at least one item thereof and opening the at least one item in a native application corresponding 
thereto.
